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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



1 . Claims 51 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Chase. 

2. Chase discloses the invention as claimed where: 110 is a mounting joint with a 
face 122 and a rounded surface 117 extending therefrom. The rounded surface is a 
cavity for holding a diode. 

3. Claims 53, 54, 57, 59, 60 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Mitchell et al.. 

4. Mitchell et al discloses a method and apparatus for positioning a motor as 
claimed where: "a positioning unit" is retrieved by 10 from 20; a frequency is selected 
by 18; pulse width is determined as described in the specification (col. 5, II. 34-46); and 
positioning input corresponds to a period of time (see col. 5, II. 3-15, for example). The 
motor controller of Mitchell et al. inherently calibrates the motor, since it operates to 
maximize accuracy of the motor.
